The debate in the House of Commons in Ottawa, now 
taking place, is of vital interest to every man, woman and 


child in Canada. 


Two schools of thought are in conflict—whether Can- 
ada is to continue a “Sound Money” system, whereby the 
manipulation of the nation’s currency and credit is to re- 
main the special privilege of a small group for private gain, 
or is to be restored to the absolute control of the Govern- 
ment and Parliament of Canada, with the Bank of Canada 
made to function solely in the interest of all Canadians in 
terms of public need. 


The Liberal party, under the enlightening leadership of 
Right Honorable W. L. Mackenzie King, swept the country 
last October by the greatest majority in history, largely 
owing to its monetary reform policy, coupled with the de- 
mand that Canada must trade or perish. 


The outrageous interest charges permitted, and the ar- 
tificial scarcity of currency and credit created to maintain 
usury for the benefit of special privilege, was the main rea- 
son for the disastrous defeat of the Conservative party un- 
der Right Honorable R. B. Bennett's leadership. 


The whole program at Ottawa, for the past six years, 
has been one of recognizing and consolidating the private 
rights of monetary control over human rights and the pub- 
lic welfare of the Canadian people. 


Today, the almost unanimous demand from coast 
coast is that the control of currency and credit be made 
the sole responsibility of government, and that this respon- 
siblity be discharged NOW to meet the needs of the Cana- 
dian people.

There are plenty of fathers and children 
who never in their whole lives have a single free heart-to-heart talk, 
Instead both of them are embarrassed to death when they are left alone 
togther, and one or the other of them makes a sneak as soon as possible. 


It is a common thing to hear a man say: “Oh, I turn the rearing of 
my children over to their mother and never interfere She decides 
everything.’ This might be some rt of an excuse fe the father’s 
failure to do his duty to his children if the wife were always a woman 
of high intelligence and great firmness and strength of character, and if 
the man had great faith in her judgment But only too often this is not 
the case. The man knows his wife to have little sense and no judgment 
that she is weak and silly and foolishly fond, and that she isn't fit t¢ 
raise a Pomeranian pup, yet into her hands he commits immortal souls 
and lets her wreak her folly upon ther 

How a man can nd idly by and watch his silly wife ruin his 
children and wreck their lives passes comorehension, yet tt 1s done 
every day. The father sees the childre other spotling them to 
death, fostering the weaknesses, indulging their every whim and 
desire, letting them grow up lazy, uncontrolled, undisciplined. He 
knou that it spell u ution for them, but either through inertia 
or because he doesn't want to have a fight with his wife he doern't 
make any attempt to save them from their fate by snatching them 
away from her and sending them off to schools where they will 
get the training they cannot get at home
